/A PULPIT UPPOR TUNITY. 


The pulpit and its representative organs 
are waking up to the serious situation that 
confronts Georgia growing out of her lynch- 
ing record. If you doubt it, read what The 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate has to say on 
the subject in the editorial reproduced on 
this page today. 

This, with recent emphatic expressions 
from ministers here and elsewhere in the 
state, is gratifying evidence of the fact that 
the pulpit realizes the importance of dealing 
‘with a problem which is both directly with- 


In its province, and in the solution, of which 


it can undoubtedly have marked weight and 
influence. 

Founded upon law, the pulpit stands for 
5 preaching the gospel of peace, it must 
induce to peace and good order. After all 
is said and done, the suppression of mob 
law is a question of public sentiment—a 
public sentiment that will not only reach 
and restrain the would-be lyncher, but that 
‘will impel legislature and state authorities 
to make and enforce laws which will deter 
those who might perhaps be reached in no 
other way. 

The press has taken hold of the problem 
along with the pulpit, and Georgia has been 
at least partially aroused to the necessity 
for action, if Georgia is to be relieved from 
this incubus of anarchy which has black- 
ened her name and reputation both at home 
and abroad. 

But Georgia wants, and must have, more 
than generalities. She must have action 
that will stop it. It is going to,take a thor- 
oughly aroused and reawakened public sen- 
timent to get such action! 

South Carolina had one lynching last 
year, while Georgia had eighteen, leading 
all the states.

It may be objected that the present fed- 
eral reserve system is essentially built upon 
a basis of short time loans; and that any 
change in the present system which would 
authorize national banks, upon a basis of 
their credit with the Federal Reserve banks, 
to exercise a.wider discretion than at pres- 
ent in the making of farm loans, would 
necessarily involve loans of short duration 
only; whereas rural credits look to loans 
extending over a long period of years. 

But that is not the question. The func- 
tions ot the Federal Reserve banks could 
be extended, if necessary, by the creation 
of separate departments and based upon 
separate funds, so as to make them the 
active machinery of the rural credits system. 
The two functions might be arranged, for 
example, somewhat upon the order of the 
present combination of commercial and sav- 
ings banks, yet between which there is a 
distinct line of division. 

The federal government has too much 
machinery now. Every time a new plan is 
adopted a new system of machinery is made 
to take care of it. In this way the govern- 
ment goes on piling up expense and compli- 
cating matters until there is apparently no 
end to it. 

Here is an opportunity for genuine econ- 
omy coupled with the most efficient service. 
So far as rural credits in themselves are 
concerned, the democratic congress has go6 
to pass a bill under which the farmers of 
this country can satisfactorily operate and 
secure such reasonable loans as they need, 
or a republican congress will do it. The 
farmers are entitled and should have a gat 
isfactory and efficient aystem for obtaining 
needed loans at reasonable interest, and for 
such period of time as conditions may 
demand. 

But when it comes to the question of 
machinery, rural credits legislation should 
be simplified in every way possible. The 
foundation already exists in the present 
Federal Reserve bank system. With the 
same management and control these banks

We often hear it said of a man, “He is 
not worth his salt,” or “He is not worth the 
powder it would take to blow him up.” 

That is not the kind of man on whom we 


are figuring. 

Former Secretary James Wilson, of the 
United States department of agriculture, 
used to say that a farmer is worth $1,500 a 
year to his state. He based that on the 
estimated value of the average farm’s an- 
nual products. The last census did not even 
attempt to compute the total value of farm 
products, but ‘the agricultural department 
estimated that the average farm yields 
products worth $1,400 a year. 

According to the best information avail- 
able, the average yield of Georgia’s farnis is 
about $800 a year. 

There are two reasons why this acs 
falls so far below the average for the entire 
country. One is because forty-three out of 
every hundred farmers in. Georgia are ne- 
groes, and it is a matter of common knowl- 
efge that their yields are below those of 
the white farmers. 

Another Treason is that Georgia’s farms 
average but 93 acres each against 137 for 
the entire country. 

There are 25 per cent more one-horse 
negro farmers than one-horse white farmers 
in Georgia, but there are 50 per cent more 
whites running two and three plows than 
there are negroes operating farms of that 
size, 

The farms operated by whites averaged 
118 acres. : 

The farms operated by negroes averaged 
58 acres. 

Speaking roughly, it would seem that 
the Whites. averaged a yield. around $1,100

I was 8 impreased the n day by 
a newspaper article which stated that house - 
keeping Was: the biggest industry in this 
country—bigger than steel or aytomobiles or 
moving pictures—and that more money was 
spent on housekeeping than on any two of 
the big industries of the United States. 

It goes on to say, The managers. of this 
industry, the women; have in their power the 
means to make or break the most powerful 
combination. They spend the money. They. 
plan where they shall. spend it, and ye-. with 
the millions of dollars going into hor es, fur- 
nishings and decorations, very little united 
effort is. made in the cities to prevent de- 
struction of this great industry by smoke 
and dirt.“ 

An average taken of damage done by 
smoke in Chicago, Cincinnati, Buffalo and 
Cleveland shows that the per capita cost fs 
nearly $12, or about $60 per year per family. 
This comes out of the family income some- 
where dnd somehow. Women's cluws can 
exert a powerful influence upon the enforce- 
ment of the smoke laws. Their persistent. 
efforts will result in clean air and a smoke - 
less city. When Mr. Poole, the smoke in- 
spector, was asked if the ladies could do any- 
thing, he said: “Yes, indeed,” and gave out 
the following interview: 

What Smpke Inspector Says. 

“The smoke muisance has never received 
from the city council the serious considera- 
tion which it demands. The smoke emission 
from buildings in_Atie downtown district has 
been almost entirely abated, but the outlying 
districts have not been brought within the 
legal requirements, and practically nothing 
has been accomplished in the direction of 
eliminating locomotive smoke. The explana- 
tion is simple: the city authorities have con- 


gistently and persistently. hampered, it not 
shackled; the city mechanical engineer, Who 
has supervision of these matters, by. not pro- 
viding any- assistants’ to do the work. It is | 
a physical impossibility for any one man to 
remedy the smoke nuisance in a city one- 
half the size of Atlanta, even if he had noth- 
ing else to do, and.the engineer in charge of 
this work has many other things to do. A 
summary of his work for 1915 is as follows: 
“Seventy plants. brought within the smoke 
law requirements. 
“Hight hundred and ninety photometer 
readings and 295 calorimeter readings to de- 
termine the quality. of the gas furnished by 
the Atlanta Gas Light company. 
“One hundred and seventy-one samples 
tested since August 1. 
“Forty-six oil samples tested in August. 
“While the testing of coals and oils bought 
by the city is a highly meritorious icy, 
and has saved several hundred dollars since it 
was inaugurated last summer, it should not 
be allowed te cripple the work of smoke 
abatement. The one engineer in charge of 
that work has brought 243 plants within the 
smoke law in three years, but that is too 
slow a rate of improvement, He should be 
given at least two trained assistants, one to 
concentrate on the locomotive smoke nui- 
sance. With these, he asserts that the city 
could be made vastly cleaner in a.singie year. 
“Another needed contribution to the 
abatement of smoke is an extension of the 
authority of the mechanical engineer to cover 
a strip of territory a mile bauer all around 
the outside of the city, Une. An ordinazsce 
was passed two years ago making this ex- 
tension, but it was vetoed by the mayor in 
a misguided effort to avoid ‘discOviraging’ the 
establishing ot industrial plants in that terri- 
tory. It would seem that the city of Atlanta 
should not be expected to sacrifice its health- 
fulness and cleanliness in order to avoid 
‘discouraging’ industries Which locate just 
outside of its borders for the obvious pur- 
pose of escaping their just contribution to- 
ward the expenses of the city, although en- 
joying practically all of the advantages of 
city location.”

declared were the administration's 
‘three fundamental errors.“ As to the 
first of these—"“lack of foresight to 
make timely provision for backing up 
American diplomacy by actual or as« 
sured military and naval force“ — Ur. 
Root pointed to immediate mobilization 
by Switzerland and Holland, and con- 
tinued: 

“Ordinary knowledge of European af- 
fairs made it plain that the war was 
begun not by accident but with purpose 
which would not soon be relinquished, 
Ordinary ,.knowledge of military events 
made it plain from the moment when 
the tide of German invasion turned 
from the Battle of the Marne that the 
conflict was certain to be long and 
desperate. Ordinary knowledge of his- 
tory—of our own history duri the 
Napoleonic wars—made it plain that in 
that conflict neutral rights would be 
worthless unless powerfully maintain- 
ed. All the world had fair notice that, 
as against the desperate belligerent 
resolve to conquer, the law of nations 
and the law of humanity interposed 
no effective barriers for the protection 
of neutral rights. Ordinary practical 
sense in the conduct of affairs demand- 
ed that such steps should be taken that 
behind the peaceable assertion of our 
country’s rights, its independence and 
its hqnor, should stand power, mani- 
fest d available, warning the whole 
world that it would cost too much to 
press aggression too far. The demo- 
cratic government at Washington did 
not see it. Others saw it and their 
opinions found voice, Mr. Gardner 
urged it; Mr. Lodge urged it; Mr. Stim- 
son urged it; Mr. Roosevelt urged it; 
but their argument and urgency were 
ascribed to political motives and the 
president described them with a sneer 
as being nervous and excited.

Steamship Magnate, 
Former Atlanta Man, 
Spends Tuesday Here 


Captain Harry Raymond, multi-mil- 
lionaire, steamship magnate and former 
Atlantan, was a visitor to the city yes- 
terday. 

Captain. Raymond remembers some 
very interesting phases of Atlanta in 
the early nineties, and the multi-mil- 


lionaire spent three of the happiest | 


years of his life in the Kimball house 
in 1891, 1892 and 1898. Those were 
the days when he was southern agent 
for the Clyde Line Steamship 
pany, of which he is now president, 
working on a modest salary and. giv- 
ing his dreams a chance. 

This is his first return to Atlanta 
in years. He admits he would never 
have recognized the town. Downtown 
Atlanta, he says, resembles more the 
skyline of a young New York, and 


Peachtree street in the vicinities where 


he once rambled through open fields 
looks like a faithful replica of ‘River- 
side drive. 

He attended a meeting of the execu- 
tive officers of e Southeastern Rall- 
way Inspection bureau and left Tues- 
day night for points further. south. 

Captain Raymond has an income that 
amounts to hundreds of thousands an- 
nually. He is in the neighborhood of 
45 or 50 years, smilingly good-natured 
and a pleasant talker. He considers 
Atlanta home. 

In addition to being president of the 
Clyde and Mallory steamship lines, he
